To Pasadena’s graduating 
high school students; to the 
employers who want to hire 
them; and to the Pasadena 
office of the California Em¬ 
ployment Service that 
brings the two groups to¬ 
gether, June and Graduate 
Month mean virtually the 
same thing.
